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THAT BRETHREN ought to dwell tope- 
ther in Unity: That there ſhould be no Janglings, 
Quarrellings, or Diviſions among them; but a con- 
ſtant Harmony and Concord, as Perſons that have, 
(or ſhould have) one Common Intereſt to mind, 
and carry on: And therefore to have the ſame 
Eads, and Aims, in all their Dealings: and Corre- 
ſpondencies; and in their mutual Converſation one 
with another. 6 

A ND now for our better Inducement to ſuch 
Practice, my Text tells us, 


I. THAT it is a good Thing ſo to do. 


AND fo it is, whether we underſtand the 
Word (Good) Moraliter ;, vel utiliter (i. e.) in a 
Moral and Religions ſenſe; or, as it regards our 
Worldly Profit, and Advantage. 


1{t, I T is a part of Moral Goodneſs,and a branch 
of True Religion, agreeable to the Rules of Natu- 
ral Juſtice, and Equity; conſonant to Right Rea- | 
ſon; and well plealing in the ſight of God: There- | 
fore a good thing, for Brethren to dwell together } 
in Unity ; to be Loving, and Friendly, and Rind 
one towards another; and to watch agaiaſt all the 
Occaſions of Variance, Diſcord, and Diſſention, 

THIS Juſtice it ſelf requires; and Religioa 
much more: Foraſmuch as if the Bonds of Unity, | 
and Amity be broken; Wrongs, and [njuries, and 
Oppreſſions, are the ordinary Fruit and Conſe. 
quence thereof. And, as it is ſaid of Envying and 
Strife, every other evil Work will ſoon follow. 

REASON alſo perſwades the ſame thing: 
For, as the end of Mens Uniting at firſt, (either 
upon a Politick, or Religious Account) is for the 
Common Good, and Beneſit; ſo a Continuance o. 
the Union (without Diſturbance or Interruption 
is plainly neceſſary for the ſame Purpole. axp| 


| Preachd in EX ON. | 
AND God alſo hath made it our Duty (which 


indeed ſhould be our Delight) commanding us to 1 Pet. 3 
love as Brethren: Which, if we fincerely do, we 8. 


ſhall not fail of dwelling together in Unity, as it 
becomes Brethren; and in whom it would be a 
foul Shame (as well as Sin) to do otherwiſe. 

I T is therefore ( morally ſpeaking ) a good 
Thing in it ſelf ; a Piece of Vertuous and Religious 
Practice, for Brethren to dwell together in Unity. 
It is their Duty ſo to do. Yea, they cannot do o- 
therwiſe without Sin. And if they ſo dwell toge- 
ther, God is, and will be delighted in them; be- 
cauſe they are then, of ſuch a Behaviour as He 
commands, and requires them to be. Bur, 

2dly, WHEN it is ſaid to be a good thing for 
Brethren to dwell together in Unity ; this may be 
underſtood ( if it be not principally . of 
worldly Profit and Advantage; That it is for 
their common Benefit: A Thing that all of them 
will (or may) be Gainers by; even in this World. 

HERE Muſculus's Obſervation upon the Words 
may not be unworthy our Notice, viz. That al- 
though Man is, 200 Ilea/l:xiy, Originally made, 
deſign'd, and fittted for Society: Yet, (through 
the Corruption and Depravation of Human Na- 
ture) ſuch is Mens proneneſs to Strite and Conten- 
tion; and to run into Parties, Factions, and Diviſi- 
ons; as to ſtand in need of Exhortations to Peace 
and Unity. And again; That whereas Men, tru- 
ly Pions and Religious, need only to be told, that 


it is Juſt and Equal, and a Thing pleaſing to God 


{conſequently their bounden Duty) to live in Peace, 
Uaity and Love, one with another; the greater 
part (being of a different character commonly) muſt 
have another ſort of Arguments to work upon 
them : Such as are drawn, a Commodo, vel Incom- 


ron, from their Profit, or Diſprofit ; and the 
Ke. ; 


WHERE- 
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WHEREFO RE, that all Men, and ſuch in 
particular, as are led by their Temporal Intereſts 
only, or chiefly, may be invited to think of living 
Peaceably and Friendly with their Brethren (as all 
that are of the ſame Community are here under- 
ſtood to be) this is ſaid to be for their Common 
Good ; for their Temporal Benefit and Advantage; 
and a Means of ſecuring (if not promoting) their 
Joynt Worldly Intereſt. | 22145 

And (without all peradventure) ſo it is upon ſe- 
veral Accounts, and in divers Reſpects; more par- 
ticularly, in point of Profit or Gain; and in point 
of Safety and Security. 


15#, IN point of Profit or Gain; and (as 
I mean) in order to their increaſing in Wealth 
and Riches; which all will allow to be for the 
Temporal Welfare of any People, or Nation. 


Yea, the greater part are ſo much in love there- 


with, that (although other Pretences are many 
times aſſigned, yet) at the bottom, this is that 
which commonly ſets them at Variance, and di- 
ſturbs their Tranquility. But, though particular 
Men may have their private Ends and Views, and 
a Selfiſh-Turn to ſerve by ſuch Variance; (and 
therefore be Promoters thereof, under ſuch a Dil- 
guiſe, as ſhall have the Appearance or Pretence of 
common Utility) moſt certainly the common Good, 
and general Benefit, is beſt carried on by Unity 
and Concord, 

FOR we have, a no leſs true, than common 
ſaying, That Peace brings Plenty. Which it doth, 
by leaving Men at liberty to follow their ſecular 
Affairs, without Fear or Diſturbance ; by giving 
them the Opportunity of improviag their Talents 
to the beſt Advantage: And (chiefly) For that the 
Bleſſings of Heaven do uſually deſcend moſt plenti- 
fully upon ſuch a People as live in Unity among 


themſelves. And hence it is, that (in the 30 W 


Preneb'd in E X ON. 

the Pfalmiſt ſets forth the Benefits of Unity (with 
refþe& to a Peoples Temporal Profit) by com- 
paring it to the Dew, which falls upon it from 
Hexdvenz and fructifietk the Earth: Saying, It 5s as 
the Dew of | Heaven, and as the Dew that deſcendeth on 
the Monntains of Zion; for there the Lord com- 
manded the Bleſſing. | 

THERE (i. e.) where-ever this Unity is 
kept and practis d, there God commands a Bleſſing. 
Vea, , it is ( init ſelt) one of the greateſt Bleſ- 
ſings under Heaven. 

FOR (as a great and learned Man ſaith, in his 
Paraphraſe on theſe Words) The Dew of Heaven 
ii nat more neceſſary for the parched. Mountains; which, 
though never ſo far diſtant one from another, (be it as 
far, as from Hermon to Zion) yet are refreſh'd with 
it. The Dew, I ſay, is not more neceſſary for the 
Refreſhment of thoſe Mountains; than Unity is for 
Men of all Ranks and Conditions; who every- 
where perceive the comfortable Fruits and Effects 
of it. For, when this is ſtrictly kept and main- 
tain d; then the rich Merchant is encouraged, and 
goeth on chearfully with his Adventures. And the 
buſy Manufacturer hath his Hands full of Work, 
and Money for his Labour. Then the honeſt Hus- 
bandman plougheth inHope; and ſoweth, in hopes 
of reaping quietly the Fruits of his Induſtry. Then 
alſo, all other Men, whoare honeſtly employed in

different Stations, have a promiſing Proſpect of 


thriving and living comfortably ; the Benefits 
whereof do likewiſe aſcend, and reach upwards, 
to thoſe of the higheſt Rank and Quality. For, as 
the Royal Preacher ſaith, The profit of the Earth is 


for all; and, the King bimſelf is ſerved by the Field. Ecc. 5 9 


So is he by the Merchant and Manufacterer. Be- 
lides, to ſuch Unity and Concord among Brethren 
(i.e. Jas all along mean, among ſuch as are of 
the ſame Community, the Divine Benediction is im- 
mutably annex'd ; which generally poureth down

BUT, in a time of a publick Diſcord; in the 
midſt of civil Broils and Commotions; What Man 
is there, that can think himſelf out of Danger ?

But, by means of their, Inteſt ine Diviſions, 
and running into different Parties and Intereſts; ſo 
it is, that they have been devout'd by the Swe des, 
and their Adherents, on the one kand; and by the 
Muſcovites, and theirs, on the other: Inſomuch, 
that from being a flouriſhing Countrey, they are 
become the moſt miſerable; waſted and impover- 
in d to ſuch a degree, that there is ſcarce another 
ſuch on the Face of the Earth.

A ND, for any of us not to do ſo; but rather 
the coutrary; is Unnatural, Unchriſtian; and an

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2. ANOTHER Argument, which ſhall be 
ſhorter ; why Chriſtsans (eſpecially) ſhould thus 
divel together in Unity, and bear a Good-will towards 
one another, may be this, viz. for the Honour of 
their Religion ; and to wipe off the Scandal that is 
brought upon their Profeſſion by their Diviſcons ; 
much more by their Hatred and Enmity towards 
one another. If ſuch Things be found among them, 
there cannot be a greater Obſtacle, or Stumbling- 
Block, caſt in the way of Inſidels; or a greater hin- 
drance to their Converſion, than to ſee Chriſtians 
(inſtead of Loving one another, and walking in 
Unity) Separated and Divided from, and ready to 
bite and devour one another, © 0.0 

THIS is a Temptation to them, to think, 
That they do not believe their own Scriptures, 
which teach them a quite contrary Practice; and 
ſuch an Argument (to them at leaſt) for their con- 
tinuing in Unbelief, as is not eaſily anſwered. And 
this (doubtleſs) is that which hardens many of 
them therein : For (we may well ſuppoſe them to 
think, if not ſay) it will be time enough for us to 
believe, as theſe Cbriſtians pretend, and profels 
to do, when we ſee them better agreed among 
themſelves; and to walk in Love, as their Lord 
and Maſter hath taught them to do; ſaying, Anem 
Commandment I give unto you; That ye Love one 
another, As I have loved you, that ye alſe love one 
another, For, by this ſhall all Men know that ye are 
my Diſciples, (not it ye hate) but, If ye have Love 
one to another, 

WHEREFORE, if we value the Honour 
of our Religion, and the winning of Proſelytes to 
Ciriſtianity : If we would wipe of the Scandal that 
s brought thereupon, by Strife and Contentios; 
lt certainly becomes us all to reſolve to dwell to- 
ether in Unity; and to be of one Heart, and one 
Mind, in Things concerning our common .

Firſt- place, ſpeak a few Words / in the Spirit of 
Love and Meekneſs) to our Diſſenting Brethren in 
particular; intreating them ( in the Bowels of je- 
ſus Chriſt) to conſider, and lay to Heart, the ma- 


ny Miſchievous Conſequences ot our unhappy Di- 
viſions. That Atheiſm, and Infidelity, and Pro- 


faneneſs, do viſibly thrive, and get Ground among 
us, by Means of them. That the publick Peace hath 
been often endanger'd ; our common Enemy (1 mean 
the Paptſfs) are encouraged and kept in Heart; 
and Love and Charity, (which are the proper 
Badge and Cognixance of Trae Chrif ian) are in a 
manner, quite loſt, and baniſh'd from among us 
thereby. Beſides other Inconveniencies (with re- 
ſpect to this Life, and a better) that do maniteſt- 


AND, about what is it that we Differ? Why, 
about ſuch Things as they themſelves coutcls to be 
Extra-Eſſential to our common Chriſtianity: And 
yet are thought ſufficient, (which ſeems very 
{trange ) to juſtify a Separation from a well Eſta- | 
blifh'd Church: Which, at the ſame time, is al- 
lowed to he a Noble Part of the Reformation ; to 
be Orthodox in its Faith; and hath nothing that 
can be proved to be either Idolatrous, or Superſti- 
ous, in its Worſhip. ä 

WHEREFORE, I intreat them again (in 
the Name of God) to reſolve, once for all, upon 
the doing only what in them lies { which is certain- 
ly their Duty) towards the Reſtoring and, Fre- 


Healing of our Breaches. I mean, in going as far 


in contorming themſelves in the Rules of the K. 
ſtabliſh's 
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Eſtabliſh'd Clurch, as they are convinced in their 
own Conſciences, that they Lawfully may. Which, 
if they once Reſolve upon in govd Earneſt ; ſich of 
them (which are not a few) as have heretofore 
Communicated Occaſionally with us, even in the 
Holy Sacrament (and therefore can again, with a 
good Conſcience) certainly will, (if they duly con- 
fider of the Obligation that is upon them, and 
upon all Men, to do their utmoſt to preſerve 
Peace and Unity in the Church of Chriſt) find it to 
be their Duty, not to ſeparate at any time. For 
what is ſometimes Lawful, is (in it ſelf) always 
Lawful, and every Man ought to do what he Law- 
fully may, or can, for Peace and Unity's ſake. 

AND further, whereas it hath been declar'd 
{in publick manner) by ſome prime Leaders of the 
Diſſeating Way; that they are not againſt Epiſco- 
pacy, or a Litugy; though, what they mean by 
Epiſcopacy, may not be ſo clear and certain, as to 
be depended upon, without Explanation ; yet 
(doubtleſs) by the Word Liturgy, a Form of Com- 
mon-Prayers, to be conſtantly uſed in the Publick 
Worſhip of God, (ſuch as we call by that name) is 
meant and intended; or elſe we ſhall never under- 
ſtand their Meaning by their Words. 

E then this be their real Opinion and Judgment, 
and they are convinc'd in their Conſciences, (for to 
them I apply my Diſcourſe) That ſuch a Liturgy, 
or Form of Prayers, may be Lawfully and Profita- 


775 bly uſed, (I ſay) and Profitably ; becauſe other- 
: wile, they would have reaſon to he againſt it;

| mean, from uſing (it not with us, which would 
be moſt deſirable yet) in their own Aſſemblies for 
Religious Worſkip, ſuch part, at leaſt, of our 
5 far Litxrpy, as they have no Objections apainſt; which 
ne bo is the greater part by far. | 
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T HIS, and whatever elſe they are perſwaded in 
their Judgments and Conſciences, to be Lawful, 
ſhould (I think) be done by Peaceably-minded Men 
for the ang of Peace and Unity. 
"AND, as ſuch a Practice would ſhew their 
Willingneſs to come as near us as they can; ſo it 
would ( I believe induce many, to have the more 
Charitable Opinion of them ; and the greater Re- 
gard to ſuch other of their Scruples, as they can- 
not yet overcome: Which would alſo (as I con- 
ceive) be a good Step, and Help, towards the Long- 
wiſh'd for, and long-wanted, Union and Reconci- 
liation. For when Men come to have more Chari- 
ty for each other; Then (and not before) they will 
be in a fit Diſpoſition to treat of agreeing their re- 
maining Differences. Therefore 1 wiſh this Mat- 
ter may be taken into ſerious Conſideration by 
them, whom it chiefly concerns. 


Secondly, T O all in general. I have a few 
other Things to offer to their Conſideration; which 
to me ſeem very uſeful ( if not neceſſary) to be ob- 
ſerved, by all that are Lovers of Peace; and ſin- 
cerely deſirous to dwell together in Unity. Of 
theſe, The 


Firſt thing is, T O heware of being miſled 
(either in Opinion or Practice) by ſuch Perſons as 
make it their Buſineſs to ſow Strife and Diviſion a- 
mong us; To leſſen Peoples Affect ions one towards 
another; and ſo to diſturb their Peace and Quiet. 


I N which Number, we may juſtly reckon all 
thoſe who make it their Trade to ſpread Falſe Ac- 
counts of Publick Tranſactions, and Malicious In- 
clinations, tending to beget Jealouſies and Mil- 
truſts in the Minds of the Simple, and Unwary 3 
and which are likewiſeapt (in many Caſes ) to cre- 


ate au ill Opinion, of the Counſels and Cone ol 
5 their 
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their Governors; the Conſequences whereof, eve- 


ry one muſt needs ſee to be both Wicked and Per- 
nicious. ö 


'TW AS our Saviour's Advice to his Diſciples, Ae.

To be wiſe as Serpents, and harmleſs as Doves. 
A ND this Caution he gave them to prevent 
their being miſled, or inadvertantly drawn, into 
Unwarrantable and Dangerous Practices. 
TO whichend, it is needful for a Man to be (in 
himſelf) as harmleſs, and inoffenſive, as the Dove; 
And not only ſo, but likewiſe to have the Wiſdom 
of the Serpent. Which is thought to conſiſt chiefly 
in having a particular Care of his Head ; becauſe a 
ſmall Knock or Bruiſe threon proves mortal. 

NO W, ſo ſhould a good Man, and one that de- 
ſigns Honeſtly in all Matters, have a perticular 
Care of his Head ( I mean of his Judgment and 
Underſtanding ; and take heed, that he be not de- 
ceived and impoſed upon, by Ill-deſigning Men, 
who (for no good Ends, to be ſure) and by Falſe 
Reports, and by Miſrepreſentations of Things ; 
labour to Diſtra& and Divide thoſe that deſire to 
be (and would otherwiſe be) at Unity among 
themſelves. | 

GREAT Miſchief hath been done, and Peace 
and Love have ſuffered much, in all Ages, by ſuch 
evil Inſtrumeats ; and in ours not a little. Where- 
fore, all that mean honeſtly, and love Quietneſs, 
and deſire the good of their Country, ſhould be the 


more wary of ſuch Perſons; and give the leis Cre- 


dit to what comes from them: Eſpecially, which 
tends to the Breach of common Charity; and the 
diſuniting of Mens Affections. 


2dly, THE next Thing is; never to engage in 
ay action; and to beware of being of a Party in 
Oppoſition to the Common Good, and the general 
Peace and Welfare of the Nation; which is Her 
Majeſty's preſent Advice, and ought to be look 
upon as Her Command to ns all. D 2 17

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LT is not unworthy of the Conſideration of a 
wiſe Man, that the Heads and Leaders of Factions, 
and Parties, commonly aim at little elſe but their 
own private Intereſt. - And when their own Turn 
is ſerved, often times defpiſe and negle& their 
former Tools, and Inſtruments : Yea, and ſome- 
times break with them alſo; and ſet up for a new 
Intereſt; which is ſeparate, and diſtinct from 
theirs. Whereof fome Inſtances might poſlibly be 
found among our felves. 

BUT I chuſe rather to borrow one, or two, 
(of a more ancient date) from the Judicious Lord 
Verulam; who wiſely obſerves (for the Inſtruction 
of after Ages) that Ceſar, and Pompey, being at 
rſt united in Deſign, and Heads of a Party or Fa- 
Qion againſt Lncullus, and the reſt of the Nobles of 
the Roman Senate; (which they call'd Optimares : ) 
when the Senate's Anthority ( by their United 
Counſel, and Force) was pull'd down; Cæſar and 
Pompey ſoon after broke alſo; and engaged the 
People in a tedious War; which ended in the Ruin 
of the latter; and in the Loſs of the Peoples Li- 


berties. So again, Antony and Octavianus held 


firmly together (for a while} in a joynt Faction a- 
gainſt Brutus and Caſſius, and their Adherents : 
But, when the two latter were vanquiſhd, and 
overcome, then the two former broke off one from 
the other, and ran the People into a Sub- diviſion. 

THESE Examples (faith the ſame great Man) 
are of Wars. But the Obſervation commonly 
holds in more private Factions. And, as thoſe that 
are Seconds therein, do, many times (when the Fa- 
$10n fub-divideth) prove Principals: So many 
times alſo, (I believe much oft'ner) they prove to 
be Cyphers, and Caſheer'd. Wherefore a wiſe Man, 
and a true Lover of Peace and Unity, will (or at 
teaſt ſhould) beware joyning himſelf to any ſuch 
Party, or Faction; and do alſo, what he can to keep 
others from engaging therein, Being my 75 
7 Wa 
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ſwaded of the Miſchief that is commonly done by 

ſuch Confederacies and Combinations? And how 
deſtructive they generally are of the Peace and Wel- 

fare of the Community; which it is the Duty of 

all, to do what 1n them lies, to preſerve and pro- 
mote. For which End and Purpoſe, a 


3d THING of like Nature is, not to contri- 
bute to the keeping up, or reviving, of old Grud- 
ges and Animoſities, between Perſons or Parties : 
For, as an old Sore or Wound (not well cur'd, and 
fully diſcharg'd of all its noxious Humors) is apt, 
upon every little Bruiſe or Laceration, to become 
as bad, or worſe, and more difficult to be heaPd 
than at firſt. So an old Grudge or Quarrel, not 
fully composd and reconciPd ( tho? perhaps 
lain aſleep for a time; like Fire cover'd under the 
Aſhes); if upon any new Occaſion, or freſh Acci- 
dent, it chance to break ont again, tis to be doubt- 
ed, that it will be like the Caſe of the unclean Spi- | 
rit, mentioned in St. Matthew's Goſpel, which re- Chap.t 2. 
turning into the ſame Houſe (or Man) whence he 44, 45. 
was gone out, taketh with him Seven other Spirits 
more wicked than himſelf, and dwells there; ſo 
that the laſt Eſtate of that Houſe (or Man) is worſe 
than the firſt. 
FOR which Reaſon, the keeping up or reviv- 
ing of old Grudges and Animoſities, is (not only 
Dangerous, with reſpe& to what may poſſibly hap- 
pen from it ; but) a great Injury done to Peace and 
Unity; becauſe Deſtructive of Love and Charity; 
which are the ſtrongeſt Bonds and Ligaments of 
any Society. And the Peaceably-minded will there- 
fore take heed not to contribute thereunto, by 
Word or Deed ; but rather be willing and deſirous, 
that ſuch Things ſhould be buried in Oblivion, 
and paſt over with Forgivcneſs. 


4thly, 
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. © qthly, AS a Conſequence of what hath been 
laſt ſaid, it becomes a Lover of Peace and Unity; 
to beware of entertaining the teaſt Thought or 
Deſire of taking Revenge, for any Affront, 
Wrong, or Injury, that hath been done him; 
whether it be of a latter or elder Date. 
* ONE that is a Profeſſor of Chriſtianity ſhould 
remember, that the taking of Revenge, in any 
Caſe, is forbidden him; and that God hath re- 
ſerv'd the doing thereof to hinifelf ; who ſaith 
unto us all, by his Apoſtle St. Paul, Dearly belov. 
ed avenge not your ſelves, but rat ber give place unto 
Wrath. (i. e.) Give it room and leave to be gone 
and depart from you And if it will not do ſo 
of its own accord, do ye even thruſt and force it 
away from you: For Vengeance is mine, I will repay, 
ſaith the Lord. 
* AND it ought to be remembred further, that 
as the taking, or ſeeking after Revenge, is an 
Encroachment upon the Prerogative of Heaven, 
and an Affront to God (as if he would not be 
juſt, or quick enough, in the doing thereof, and 
in rendring unto every Man according to his De- 
ſerts; ) ſo it is alſo Injurious to Peace, becaulc 
Revenge is ſeldom to be taken, but by a Violation 
thereof; Or, by a forcing ot the Methods of 
Juſtice, which is next of kin thereunto. And it is 
an Attempt full of Danger, becauſe no Man is ſure 
of Succeſs in the Undertaking. But, as it may | 
prove in the Event, inſtead of puniſhing his 
| Adveriary, he may meet with his harder, and ſo 
puniſh himſelf ; which hath been often ſeen. | 
AND it is another of the Lord Bacon's wil 
Obſervations, that vindicative (or revengetul) 
Perſons, do live the Life of Witches; who, ds 
they are miſchievous. to others, ſo their on 
End is generally unfortunate.

And if I have been mi- 
ſtaken in any of them ( but think the contrary) it 
is with a true Zeal for the Common Good; for the 
Peace of Church and State; and with an honeſt in- 
tention. Of which, that Divine Being, which 
knows the Secrets of all our Hearts, is my Witnels.

AN D may She not then reaſonably expect to 
ſpend the Remainder ot Her Lite, and Days (which 
we pray. may be many aud proſperous} in greater 
Peace and Quietneſs ? And that Her own Subjects 
(in particular, and more eſpecially) will, as in du- 
ty bound, do their parts towards it ? Which can- 
not be better done, or more effectually, than by 
reſolving now to Dwell together in Unity. 
I F affer all the great and Good Things which 
Mer Majeſty hath effected for us, (or rather, which 
God hath done, by his bleſſing upon Her Majeſty's 
Counſels, and Endeavours, and thoſe of Her Ma- 
jeſty's Miniſtry) we ſhould be ſo Wicked, and Un- 
reaſonable (which God forbid) as ſtill to diſturb 
Her Royal Thoughts, by our tumultuous and un- 
peaceable behaviour among our ſelves : Will not 
this (think you) be an ill requital of all Her La- 
bours, and Cares for us? And may we not be juſt- 
ly deem'd to be, a moſt Ungrateful and Unthank- 
ful People? Surely we well may; our own Con- 
ſciences (if conſulted in the Caſe) being Judyes. 
For, if ſuch Things, as carry us glorioufly through 
the Hazards of a long War, and bring us (at 
laſt) with Safety, into the Haven of Peace (though, 
perhaps, not upon ſvch a Foot, and in ſuch manner 
as every one approves, for if we ſhould have kept 
on the War, tillall among us were agreed upon 
the Terms of Peace, we ſhould never have any) 
If alſo a mild Government, according to the Laws 
of our own chuſing ; and That Aſſurance, which Her 
Sacred Majeſty has ſo lately given us; that due 
care is taken for ſecuring the Proteſtant Succefſinn , 
and that there is ſuch a perfect Friendſhip between 
Her ſelf and the Houſe of Hanovert, that it will be 
a Vala for any to think, or attempt, to divide 
| E them 
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the Courſe of the late War; and, no leſs, in con- 
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us the faireſt proſpe& of a future long enjoyment 
of our Laws, Liberties, and Religion: If, I ſay, 
ſuch things as theſe, with ſundry others of the like 
Nature that might be mentioned, are not ſufficient 
to oblige us to great Thankfulneſs, and to behave 
our ſelves: (as good Subjects ought to do) beacea- 
bly and Amicably towards one another, and Duti- 
fully towords our moſt Gracious Sovereign, no— 
thing will, or can: And we fhall appear to be ſo 
far from being Good and Loyal Subjects, as to be 
no whit better than Ungrateful Rebels. 

LET us all therefore now reſolve upon the do- 
ing of that which hath been ſhew'n to be our Duty, 
and for our Intereſt, that is, to dwell together in 
Peace, Love, and Unity. And ſuch of us as are 
the Embaſſadors of the Prince of Peace, to ſet a 
good example herein to our reſpective Flocks, and 
before allothers: Ard the rather, that Her Ma- 
jeſty's Government (for whom we can never do too 
much, or enough) may be the eaſier (I mean to Her 
ſelf, as well as to us) for the future. 
AND in order hereunto (as the Apoſtle St. Paz! 
exhorts us) Let all Bitterneſs, and Wrath, and An- 
ger, and Clamour, and Evil-ſpeaking, one of another 
be put away from among us; with Malice. 

AND let us learn to be kind one to another; 
tender-hearted, forgiving one another, even 4s © 0D, 
for Chriſt's ſake, hath forgiven us (or is read) lo to 
do; if we Repent of our Sins, amend our Ways, 
and do theſe Things.) i 

Na word; Let us all ſtudy to be quiet; and 
do our own buſineſs ; leaving State Affairs to thoſe 
wiſer Beads, to whoſe management they do * 
perly belong, and let us be ſincerely Thankful 10! 
the Meccies we enjoy; Eſpecially, for that whic 
(by God's gracious Providence) is fo lately vouch. 
ſaf d unto us. And, (that we may have 4 Jong

181 
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ing, That it may pleaſe Almighty God, ſo to turn 
and incline the Hearts of our late Enemies, as that 
they may become our Friends (not in pretence 
only, but in ſincerity) and behave themſelves to- 
wards us, as ſuch, in all time to come.
